Cf the twelve isolated table mountains 
scattered through this extraordinwy dis-

A legend, to the truth of which the 
peasants will be sworn, is that one of their

He chinbered np the Liheustein before 
dusk, and secured a favorable point af 
view ere the unearthly riot began, The 
gnomes were punctual--D have always 
stispected panetuality to bea supernatu- 
ral viee—assenidiing in due season, with 
heaps ofsiiver and potd, and commencing 
in awtu! mystery their goblin carnival. — 
Piw mortal witness, ns he afterward nar- 
ried, saw them strike the rock, from 
which ruddy wine flowed iu streams; and

they became human in their drunken- 
ness. They enpered, screamed, and fouht, 
turning the Walpurgis-night into St, Pat- 
rick's Lay, and in their ferocity tore off 
cach other's heads and arms, which at 
once grew on again, After they bad dis- 
membered one another twenty or thirty 
times all round, moved by a spirit of for- 
giveness und generosity thoroughly Mil- 
esian, they embraced, and increased their 
potations, 

Then stole the mortal forth—tradition 
has given him the name of Hans Merch- 
ermann—with the intent of carrying off 
some of the pure gold and silver lying in 
profuse ingots all over the cavern, Ile 
seized a huge lump of gold, put it on his 
shoulder, and hurried off without wakin 
ene of the demoniac crew. Ere he ha 
gone fitty elle he heard the goblins shout- 
ing alter him that je should keep his 
treasure forever, F ened at thia, he 
threw it away and hurried down the moun- 
tain (the fable gives no particulars of his 
cent and descent), and the next da 
reached hia humble home, delighted with 
his adventure, and made thereby the 
strong magnet to the iron of all his fol- 
low-villagers. 

When Hans woke the following morn- 
ing the heavy bar of gold was on his 
shoulder. Bearing it to the Elbe, he sank 
it in the middle of the stream, but within 
twenty-four hours it came back to him 
and from that lime he sought to get ri 
of it in vain, Me soon grew to be con- 
sidered us one accursed.

The Airiess Moon, 


Among the illusidns swept away by 
modern science was the pleasant faney 
that the moon was a habitable globe, like 
the earth, i's surface diversified with sens, 
lakea, continents, and islands, and varied 
forms of vegetation, Theologians und 
eur gravely discussed the probabilities 
of its being inhabited by a rave of sentient 
beings, with forms and faculties like our 
own, and even propounded schemes for 
opening communication with them, in 
case they existed, One of these was to 
construct on the broad highlands of Asia 
n series of geometrical figures ona scale 
so gigantic as tobe visible from our 
planetary neighbor, on the supposition 
that the moon people would recognize the 
object, und construct similar figures 
in reply!

The 
nights are pitch-dark, In daytime the 
solar beams are lost against the jagged 
ridges, the sharp points of the rocks, ur 
the steep sides of profound abysses ; nud 
the exe sees only grotesque shapes re- 
relieved against tantastle shadows black 
u ink, with none ofthe pleasant gradation 
and diffusion of light, none of the subtle 
blending of light and shadow, which 
make the charm of aterrestrial landscape. 
A faint conception of the horrors ofa 
lunar day muy be formed from a illustra- 
tion representing a Tandscape taken in 
the moon in the centre of the mount- 
ulnous region of Aristarchus. There is 
no color, nothing but dead white and 
black. The rocks reflect passively the 
light of the sun ; the craters und abysses 
remain wrapped in shade ; fantastic peaks 
rise like phantoms in their glacial ceme- 
tery ; the stars appear like spots in the 
blackness of space. The moon is a dead 
world, she has no atmosphere.—From

Not thatthe secdii 
down will kill them, Lut by Having th 
land in grass, it gives opportunity tor ca 
the thistles at the right time, which. 
after the stalk has fully matured, and th 
circulation of sap ceases, end before th 
secds mature. When cut at this tim 
they need no application of benzine, e 
bolic acid, salt, or other “doctor st 
nnd I would sooner undertake to clea 
ten acres of land of well developed Can 
da thistles than six acres of cockle ba 

Now, a few words about the nature an 
habits of the thistle. It has a vigerd 
root, that is very tenacious of life and thal 
penetrates toa grent depth, sometimes 
deep as 5 or 6 feet, if the subsoil be o 
loose nature. Now, if n single plant h 
allowed to grow aud mature unmoleste 
there will be no more plants grow fro 
the same root, but if they be cut off whi 
in vigorous growth they will shoot’ 
again, whether they aro cutoff at the 
ofthe ground, or below, so long as 
inch of root is left, unless it be poison 
or pickled to death. This tendenc 
plants to shoot up after being cut befo 
maturing may be geen in wheat or 
grain, by cutting it down before it 
soms, and to undertake to eradicate the 
Canada thistle by preventing its commis 
to maturity is as hopelessa task as soli 
ing the stone of Sisiphus, The down es 
plan is to enrichthe land till it wili xai 
a thistle big enough to hitch a horse fo 
then seed down, and mow when they, ain 
nearly out of blossom—the nearer’ * 
better and haraly a thistle can be for 
after the second year.

Bee Culture. 


At the late meeting of the Vermont 
State board of Agriculture, a paper on 
Bee Culture was read by O. C. Walt, Esg., 
of Georgia. According to the report in 
the St. Albans Messenger, Mr. Wait said 
honey sells higher than sugar and costs 
less. Ten good colonics will cara more 
than ten good men. Scientifie.care will 
tell favorably. Dee-kceping may become 
us common here as in Prsia, and not 
only be a great source of revenue, but a 
common luxury, Mr. Wait gave many} 
particulars of the history, managemeni 
and habits of bees, not only of curious 
Interest, but of importance to any who 
may choose to engage in the business.— 
For 3,800 years the history of the bee has 
been intimatly associated with that ofthe 
human race. He reterred to the use of 
honey as food in the Scripture records. 
Though the bee is not made in God's im- 
age, yet many of their habits—neatness, 
industry, economy and government —inaz 

rofitably be imitated by men. It has | 
Peen supposed that their government is 
an absolute monarchy, but cn the con- 
trary, it is a moro perfect republic than 
the world has ever seen amon „and 
the females have their equal share. Mr. 
Wait here drew an amusing comparison 
between their government and cur own, 
not only ina political, but,in a social 
sense. Every fruit-grower and farmer

FISERIES OF THE Wicouico RIVER.— 
The tisverics of the Wiconutes river are 
lar more important thun many persans are 
aware of. Tae haul seines and tish land- 
ings Of the Messrs Malone & White and 
L. & C. Smith are the largest, nnd the 
two work about twenty-five men at a cost 
of neariy ¥1,200 for the season, besides the 
wear ane ture f material, board & 5.. which 
Amounts to about 31,999 more, Bach of 
these fieheres generally clear frou six to 
twelve hundred dollars a season over and 
alove expenses, Resides these there are 
iwo or three other baul seines used on the 
river at Vativua points, and about twe 
hundred drin, or cat seines, commonly 
„alle giller, which requigs mare than 
one hundred men to attend to them ata 
cost, if paid, of two hundred dollars per 
day, amounting to ten or twelve thousand 
doilara per season, The aggregate num- 
ber of shad taken in this river is suppos- 
ed to be neary seventy-five thousand 
doilars annually. Also Irom two to three 
hundred thousand herring together with 
targe quantities of rack, perch æe. About 
one fourth ef the fith taken in the river 
are sent up the road to the towns and cit- 
ies along the line; the balance are con- 
sumed in this and adjoining counties.

his newly-founded city, and divided 
o year into ted months, he nanied the 
Amt month Martius, in honor of his fath- 
or, Mars, cho heathen good of war. Ovid, 
however, suys thatthe nations of Italy 
had long previously named one of their 
months ater the sume deity, but thatthey 
differed in the place they severally as- 
“ sleved to it; some making it the second, 
4 others the third, fourt, fifth, sixth, or 
even the tenth monthofthe vear, Numa 
Of Pompilius, the successor of Romatus, add- 
> ed the mor ths of January and February 

to the Rowan year, and reduced March 
from being the first month to third rank 
in his calendar, in which station it con- 
tinued until che Christian Church adopt- 
ed the season of Laster for the commence- 
ment of the year, In France this ar- 
rangement was again altered by an edict 
of Charles 1X. in 1564, which deereed 
that tho year should, from thenceforth, 
begin on the Ist of January. This ex- 
ample was adapted by the Scotch in 1599: 
but in England the 25th of March con- 
tinued to 2 the new year’s day until the 
year 1752. Althongh this month was 
named by the Romans after the- god of 
war, it was, considered as under the 
more especial patronnge of Minerva, the 
goddess of wis:lom ; it has always con- 
sisted of thirty-one days, no subsequent 
reformer of the calender having altered 
the arrangement of Romulus in this re— 
spect. March waa considered by the Ro- 
mans an unlucky month for the celebra- 
tion of marriages, By our Saxon ances- 
tors this month, says Verstegan, was cal- 
led Rhede or Rethe-Monath, according to 
some authorities, to express its general 
boistcrousness to character, Rhede signify- 
ing in their interpretation rough or rug- 

al ; but, according to others, from its 
Bkini dedicated by them, before their 
conversion of Christianity, to their idol, 
Rheda. The name was afterwards 
changed to Lenet Monat, or Length Month 
because it is in Maréh that the length of 
the day first begins to exceed that of the 
Hight.

{fountare.—A fatal accident fromthe care- 
less handling of firesarms, occurred on an 
oyster-dredging vessel, from Baltimore, 
name the Adeline, T. Denning, master, ou 
Thursday night, the 13th inst., whilst lying 
at anchor near the “Cliffs” on Chester river. 
Justice Stanley, of this town, was immediate- 
ly sentfor by the captain of the boat tohold 
an inquest, and the next morniug, in com- 
pany with Constable S. IL. Rawleigh, the 
‘Squire procecded by land to the vessel, and 
after an investigation, was satistied from the 
circumstances, that holding an inquest was 
unnecessary. The facts, as we lear:, are 
substantially these: Two of the crew had 
been ashore gunning in the afternoon and 
returned about night, laying their [guns on 
the trunk over the cabin, The young man 
who was killed was lying asleep in a birth, 
and when the cook anneunced supper, one 
of the crew (not yet of age) picked up one of 
the guns and noticing that there was no 
cap on it, remarked to the captain, who was 
standing near, “if this gun is not loaded, 
I'll wake that fellow up and frighten him,“ 
and drawing the ram-rod ran it down the 
barrel, pronouncing the gun not londed.— 
Taking a seat on the rail of the boat, he 
raised the hummer, put on a cap, and reach- 
ing forward with the gun at arin’s length, 
ran the barrel through a small grated win- 
dow in the side of the trunk, to within a few 
inches of the sleeper's face, pulled the trig- 
ger. and instead of frightening him by the 
explosion of the cap, sent a load of shot 
rough the side of the podr ſellow's face 
and out at the back of his head, making a 
ghastly wound and causing death without 
a struggle. The unfortunate man had been 
but three days on the bort and was u total 
stranger, the captain and the crew not even 
knowing his name, except his given name of 
James, By overhauling his valite, the Jus- 
tice found three shipping discharges. show- 
ing the deceased was a native of Londonder- 
ry, Ireland, James McLaughlin by name, and 
at the time of his death ubout 22 or 23 years 
old. His last discharge was dated nt Sa- 
vannab, Georgia, in 1872.
